NATIONAL COIN WEEK e APRIL 15- 21, i984 


The National Coin Week 1984 theme, "Numismatics: A Foundation For 
Friendship," encourages collectors to share the excitement and fun of their 
hobby with old friends and to make new friends through a mutual interest in 
numismatics. Sharing knowledge of the hobby with the non-collecting public can 
provide a basis for future friendships. One of the most exciting aspects of 
our hobby is the fellowship and camaraderie that it provides, and we urge you 
to share that with others during National Coin Week 1984. Use this time to 
sign up new members for your club and for the ANA. 

The key to a successful National Coin Week is in reaching out to a general 
public that may know little about the numismatic hobby. This means’ publicity. 
A club committee might be formed to coordinate a National Coin Week observance 
with your town or city management. Ask your mayor, county official or even 
state governor to sign a proclamation declaring National Coin WeeK in your 
area. Contact local service clubs and schools asking if they would like to 
hear an interesting program about numismatics. Call upon area radio and 
television stations and regional newspapers, informing them of your upcoming 
displays, lectures and shows. Many radio stations have talk shows where 
listeners can call in with questions. Perhaps two or three club members could 
be on a show like this to answer questions and talk about numismatics in 
general. Visit your local museum, historical society, or bank and offer to 
place an exhibit that depicts the many aspects of numismatics. Set up a table 
or booth at a local shopping center where people can bring unkown pieces or ask €& 
questions. 

The ANA will send an NCW PROMOTIONAL PACKET to any individual, club or 
organization requesting information about National Coin Week. Packets for 
individual members will contain two posters, five booster buttons, ten NCW 
logos and one each of the Guidelines, Final Report Form and a sample 
proclamation. Club packets will contain five posters, ten booster buttons, 
twenty booster logos and two each of the Guidelines, Final Report Form and 
sample proclamation. ANA literature will be included in all packets, and 
requests for additional material may be made by writing to the NCW chairwoman. 
Extra booster buttons may be ordered at a cost of 10¢ each; other additional 
material will be sent free of charge. All requests for National Coin Week 
materials should be addressed to National Coin Week 1984, P.O. Box 2366, 
Colorado Springs, CO 80901. 

Any individual, club or organization can participate in National Coin Week. 
All participants are invited to share their ideas about National Coin Week by 
submitting a Final Report to the NCW chairwoman. If possible, include samples 
of bulletins and posters, photographs and descriptions of special activities 
such as shows, lectures and exhibits. Reports should be sent to Nancy W.

Kiondike Gold Rush 
1879 


The City of Calgary is the largest and most dominant municipality on the 
Trans Canada Highway and C.P.R. main line between Winnipeg and Vancouver. 
In addition, the city is served by the C.N.R., several bus lines and hundreds of 
trucking firms ranging from single unit operators to giant international carriers. 
Calgary's location in the foothills of the Rocky Mountains, at the junction of the 
Bow and Elbow River, is picturesque and by reason of its geographical setting 
has an abundant supply of pure water and an untold wealth of near-by natural 
resources. 


An extract from “Townsites of the Northwest Territories’, published in 1883 
by C.F. LaRue, reads as follows: 


“At the junction of the rivers (Bow and Elbow) on Section 14 is the town of 
Calgary which will soon become one of the most important places in the 
Northwest. Its geological position, picturesque sites, proximity to the Rocky 
Mountains, access to wood and timber by way of both rivers, and its ample 
supply of excellent water, all contribute to this end.” 


At the time the above was written, Calgary had a population of less than 600. 
The business section and part of the residential district has now spread over the 
valley which was the original townsite and has expanded over surrounding 
heights from which views of the Rocky Mountains are obtainable. Calgary ig 
approximately 1,350 km. west of Winnipeg, 1,000 km. east of Vancouver, 220 
north of the boundary line between Canada and the United States of Ame 
and 120 km. from Banff, the “Playground of Canada”.

The Calgary Numismatic Society had its 
beginnings in 1950 when eight local coin 
collectors in Calgary decided they would benefit 
much more if they organized a coin club through 
which to exchange numismatic knowledge, 
items, and ideas.

In 1965, it was decided that the Calgary 
Coin Association should hold an annual coin 
show and convention on the first weekend in 
March of every year. in 1968, the highly 
successful 15th Annual CNA Convention was 
held in Calgary with the CCA as the host club. 
In 1975, the CNA again held their Annual 
Convention in Calgary with a triple celebration: 
the 25th Anniversary of the CNA, the 25th 
Anniversary of the Calgary Numismatic Society, 
and the 100th Anniversary of the City of Calgary. 
In 1978, the dates of our annual coin show was 


changed to the second weekend of April each 
year. 


During the years, members of the club 
have also enjoyed many other activities. In the 
early 1950’s coin displays, prepared by members 
of the club were put in some of the downtown 
department stores and hobby shops. In 1958, 
the Calgary club participated in National Coin 
Week, sponsored by the ANA, by preparing a 
number of coin displays for the public to view. 
The club took part in National Coin Week again 
in 1965 and has participated over the years ina 
number of hobby events at various shopping 
malls throughout the city. The club has also 
participated in Coin Week Canada every year 
since its inception in 1978. Sponsored by the 
CNA, Coin Week Canada’s objective is to 
promote the educational and fraternal aspects of 
the hobby of coin collecting. Also, an annual 
Bar-B-Que and Picnic has been held almost 
every year since 1964 for club members and their 
friends and families. 


With the growing interest in numismatics 
in Alberta, as shown in the collections of the 
Glenbow Museum and the Nickle Arts Museum, 
the Calgary Numismatic Society is proud to be 
sharing this interest and enjoyment with new 
and old collectors alike, and we hope we can 
assist you with your collecting interests now and 
in the future.

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The collecting of Canadian wooden 
money tokens and souvenirs is a 
fascinating and inexpensive hobby, 
enjoyed by hundreds of people across 
this country. Regional and national 
meetings every year enable collectors 
to get together, compare notes, trade 
“wooden nickels" and generally have 

a good time. 


Wooden money, as it is collected in 
Canada, is generally a phenomenon 

of the twentieth century. It had its 
beginnings in the U. S. A., in the 
town of Tenino, Washington. The bank 
in this community failed on Dec. 4, 
1931, and the community issued wooden 
emergency scrip to help residents 
weather the crisig. Tenino also 

used wooden tokens for the state 
Sales tax system. 


The first printing of souvenir 

wooden money took place at the 
Chicago World's Fair in 1933, after 
which many chambers of commerce 

picked up the idea and issued souvenir 
wooden tokens. 


In Canada several issues of wooden 
money date as far back as the Great 
Depression era. 


Wooden money comes in a variety of 
shapes and sizes, the most common of 
which are round, about 38mm diameter, 
and printed on both sides. There 
are also “broomsticks" - thick and 
stubby, looking as though they had 
been lopped off a length of broom 
handle. The third main type of 
wooden money is the "flat" which, 
strangely enough is exactly that - 
Flat and thin. There are also quite

a few other forms of wooden money which 
have been produced in this vast country. 
Among these are the large, round Spruce 


dollars of Prince George, B.C. Since 
1958 over 100 different issues of this 
popular souvenir item have been made. 


In Canada, well over 1,300 different 
issues of wooden money have been pro- 


duced. Few collectors have all of them 
and many do not try to aquire a specimen 


of each, preferring to collect only 
certain types. 


The collecting of Canadian wooden money 


has gained greatly in popularity in 
recent years. Many coin clubs, for 
example, are now issuing “woods” on a 
regular basis to commemorate their 
annual coin shows. 


The Canadian Association of Wooden 
Money Collectors (C.A.W.M.C.) is the 
national organization for wooden token 
enthusiasts. We would be pleased to
